["What they want is a change in the 
present conditions and it is far better 
to have a. license law in Portsmouth 
than it can possibly be to have the 
present prohibitory law 
even, with 


Its amendments, which send a dealer 
to jail if he transgresses ot. You will 
find that the voters of this city have 
studied this question and are disgust- 
ed- with, the present conditions and 
they will vote for a change. The 
trouble will come among th# people 
fwho have friends in the business and 
who will not be able to secure li- 
censes. 
These men are openly op- 


posed to thei adoption of a license 
law ana they are outspoken, in their 
declaration that if they cannot be 
granted a license, 
then they will 


throw their influence on election day 
against license. It is this method of 
retaliation that 
will bring out a 


strong vote against the measure in 
one or two wards. 
It is upon this 


phase of the question that the oppon- 
ents of license base their hopes of 
securing a vote for no license, but 
you can say that in this they will be 
disappointed, from 
the

that 


many temperance people

Washington, April 29.—Russia has 


made a practical backdown from her 
demands made on China regarding 
Manchuria. 


Secretary Hay received a ' cable- 


gram, from Ambassador McCormick 
today stating that the Russian for- 
eign office had given assurance that 
the reports from 
Pekln concerning 


Manchuria were incorrect, and that 
Russia did not intend to do anything 
that would interfere with the com- 
mercial privileges of the 
United 


States or any other nation, and that 
no Manchurian port now open would 
be closed. 


Ambassador McCormick also stat- 


ed that American commerce and Am- 
erlcal capital are what Russia most 
desires to attract to Manchuria. 


Count Cassini, the Russian ambas- 


sador here, also informed Secretary 
Hay that his government had 
in- 


structed him to give the state depart- 
ment the same assurances. 


While neither Ambassador McCor- 


mick nor Count Cassini says any- 
thing regarding the evacuation of 
Manchuria, officials are of the opin- 
ion that the Czar has backed down 
from, his demands on China. At any 
rate. Secretary Hay is satisfied. 


Soma officials, however, are

clined to be sceptical regarding the 
assurances of Russia, and maintain 
that she had better be watched, but

President Roosevelt Appear* In The 


Exposition City. 


Keoltuk. Mo., April 29.—The presi- 


dent left Iowa at ten o'clock this 
morning over the Burlington en route 
to Qumcy and St Louis.

leans, would necessarily lead any man 
of good sense and proper feeling to sup- 
pose tbat a body so important had been 
tricked into electing a fool as its chief 
officer. This natural presumption is a 
mistake, however. Mr. Parry in the 
arrogant ignorance he shows in dealing 
with the labor question and his brain- 
less ferocity of temper appears to be 
thoroughly representative of an organ- 
ization which is as far from represent- 
ing tbe intelligence of the American 
business world as any riotous striker is 
from typifying the American working- 
nun. 


According to Mr. Parry, who seem- 


ingly has the full sympathy of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, 
trades unionism is tbe master peril 
now menacing not merely our indus- 
trial prosperity, but tbe life of tbe re- 
public. 
-It is impossible to hide our eyes to 


the fact," he says, 'that a large mass 
of tbe people, forgetful of tbe liberties 
and blessings they now enjoy, are with 
restless ardor striving to force the na- 
tion to what must eventually mean in- 
dustrial disaster if not anarchy and 
despotism." 


Because workingmen want an eight 


hour law and an end pat to the abase 
of the writ of injunction Mr. Parry 
sees the dread specter of socialism 
'stealing upon us at a rapid rate." 
Tbe rule tbat organized workingmen 


seek to establish. President Parry as- 
serts, "is tbe rule of the least intelli- 
gent portion of labor." Its leaders "are 
found to be 'agitators and demagogues, 
men wno appeal to prejudice and envy, 
who are constantly instilling a hatred 
of wealth and ability and who in incen- 
diary speeches attempt to seize by 
physical force tbat which their merit 
cannot obtain for them." 


Tbe resolutions adopted by the asso- 


ciation setting forth its attitude to- 
ward organized labor were as a whole 
quite iu keeping with its president's 
address. 


Suppose that any important organi- 


sation of workingmen in this country 
should express itself against tbe or- 
ganized manufacturers in tbe same 
spirit, what would be thought and said 
of them? 


The narrow and bitter selfishness of 


the National Association of Manufac- 
turers, their crass incapacity to see 
any other interest than their own, dem- 
onstrates the need of organization 
among workingmen for self protection 
against such employers. 


Tbe only kind of labor union which 


President Parry and Ms associates re- 
gard with favor is either one which 
:an offer no advantages to its mem- 
bers or one whose declared object Is to 
war upon organized labor. Tbe "scab," 
the strike breaker, appeals to these em- 
ployers as the ideal workingman. But 
much as tbe National Association of 
Manufacturers hates and assails the 
union principle among wage workers no 
part of the New Orleans convention's 
proceedings excited greater enthusi- 
asm than tbe declaration that tbe as- 
sociation should go on strengthening It- 
self for tbe benefit of its members. 


Every man who can think, whether 


he can manufacture or not, is aware 
that upon tbe prosperity of the masses, 
of the people wbo do the country's 
work, depends the prosperity of the na- 
tion. The higher the standard of wages 
tbe greater the consuming power of 
the wage earners. That is a truth so 
obvious that it ought to be apparent 
even to the grade of mind which has 
been exhibiting itself at New Orleans. 


Trades unions, above all other agen- 


cies, have been instrumental in raising 
and maintaining the standard of 
wages. Therefore while seeking their 
own advantage they have conferred an 
inestimable public benefit. 


And the trades unions are continuing 


to render this public benefit by their 
natural efforts to bring wages into har- 
mony with the enb&ncvd cost of living 
which has resulted from our industrial 
prosperity. Within a few years the 
cost of living has advanced from 30 to 
SO per cent. But general wages have 
not gone up In anything like the same 
proportion. 


The worklngman wants bis reasona- 


ble share of this prosperity. 


If he can get it by mediation, concilia- 


tion and arbitration be does it. If not 
he strikes. 
, 


And he does quite right to strike 


when other means fail. 


The National Association of Manu- 


facturers, which happily contains but 
a small percentage of American manu- 
facturers, has condemned itself eco- 
nomically, and morally, too, for it Is as 
hard of heart as it is wanting In power 
to think. Such men as Parry and his 
sort war against industrial peace and 
national prosperity. Tbgy are tbe worst 
of strike breeders. Could they have 
tbeiif'way* the wages paid the workers 
e* tbl* republic would be tbe least 
upon which the workers could live. 
Let them make tbe laws, and there 
would be none on tbe, statute book 
compelling the proper sanitation of fac- 
tories, none forbidding child labor, the 
unlntelllgence of their selfishness, re- 
pellent us it is, is less repulsive than 
their brritnlUy. 


Tbe cause of Ubor'will be advan- 


taged by, such proceedings as those at 
New Orleans, for they will compel 
thought.

A "MILLIONAIRE" UNION. 


Gr**t F<»re« Ct>»-.Mii*4 IB th« 


Kt»* W*rk*r* •! America. 


Observers of labor union drrelop- 


naent are not:n£, as a result of tbe r»- 
cent wage conference at Indianapolis, 
that at last the millionaire trade union 
has appeared. It has just closad it* 
first deal, as a millionaire labor con- 
tractor, to man the bituminous coal 
mines of the country for on* year at 
an advance of $50.000.000 in wages 
over the last year. The increase took 
effect tbe 1st of April. In round num- 
bers 264,000 workers, not all of them 
members of tbe organization, share in 
tbe increase. 


Tbe organization that has obtained 


such a settlement from the centralized 
bituminous coal interests of tbe conn- 
try is the United Mine Workers of 
America, tbe first American labor union 
to become a millionaire in its treasury 
fund sod lay plans to become a multi- 
millionaire. It not only contracts for 
264,000 men In the bituminous mines, 
but it wields the destiny of 400,000 hu- 
man beings la and around the mines 
of the country and of 1,000,000 more 
human beings In tbe miners' homes. 


Tbe $50,000.000 increase is based on 


the settlement reached in "tbe Indi- 
anapolis conference," which began Jan. 
29 and ended in the bituminous opera- 
tors of the Pittsburg district, Ohio, In- 
diana and Illinois signing a scale pro- 
viding for increase in wages that aver- 
age 16^ per cent 


Tbe men who had in their bands this 


supply of vitality realized that failure 
to reach an agreement meant a strike 
April 1 that would shut down at least 
all of tbe largest bituminous coal 
mines of tbe country. They knew tbat 
if these bituminous mines were closed 
the industrial world, which was down 
to the daily production of the mines, 
would come to a complete standstill 
within four weeks at tbe longest; that 
millions of people would be affected, 
national calamity would be imminent 
and that the people would forever 
crush tbe party held responsible for 
the paralysis by quickly formed public 
sentiment. 


The representatives of the operators, 


realizing that demands of the miners 
for advances in keeping with increased 
cost of living would arouse public 
sentiment, which was already 0et 
against tbe operators, offered an ad- 
vance of 10 per cent 


The miners demanded 25 per cent 


and threatened to appeal to the public 
with a strike and lay before the peo- 
ple, who had paid double prices for 
coal, the alleged enormous profits that 
had been realized by operators taking 
advantage of the coal shortage. 


A tidal wave threatened. By slow 


degrees the operators advanced conces 
sions up to 16^ per cent. 


"That is all. We can go before tbe 


people If you turn down a 16% per 
cent advance," was their ultimatum, 
and they stood firm. 


Mitchell realized that public senti- 


ment is as shifting sand. He t?as not 
disposed to risk losing its sympathy 
which, notwithstanding its million 
treasury and army of workers, was 
the miners' greatest asset. -He safd;he 
would report the offer back to the 70( 
delegates. 


In a long session of the miners be- 


hind guarded doors heated protests 
were made against acceptance. Mitch 
ell laid before the protesting delegates 
what a refusal meant He pointed, oat 
that the public would not stop to con- 
sider technical objections: that in spite 
of paralytic effect it would frame its 
decision and pledge support on the 
basis of tbe 16% per cent At the end 
of three hours Mitchell's counsel pre- 
vailed. 


The public had been an effective 


arbiter. A $50,000,000 increase scale 
was signed.— E. L. Lewis iu Collier's 
Weekly.

ble for the carrying on of farm work. 
While many correspondents complain 
'.hat it has been much too cold, yet 
:he records of the Weather Bureau 
-.tatioas of the section indicate that 
lhe mean temperatures have not been 
ar from the normals. There was con- 
siderable cloudiness, but a

Temperature—The mean tempera- 


ture of the week at the section cen- 
ter (Boston) was 48.0. The

Although the growth of grass 
has been slow, yet most meadows are 
lookin fairly well and are still up 
to the average for the season. Many 
young cattle have been turned put to 
pasture, and, 
in 
some 
localities, 


milch -cows, owing to a scarcity of 
hay. Owing to the fact that last year 
the sweet corn pack in New England 
was practically a failure, many far- 
mers in the vicinity of canning fac- 
tories are planning to devote an ex- 
tra amount of land to that crop this 
season.

February, 1003, the collection'? were 
only $53,013. a decrease of $155,279. 
The law is evidently getting in its 
•work. 


We have many inquiries as to when 


is the best time to trim and prune fruit 
trees. We think the best time is dur- 
ing the early summer, when the sap is 
in full flow, us then any wounds made 
in pruning very quickly lieal over. 
However, it is all right to cut out wa- 
ter sprouts at any time. 


A brighter day seems to b» dawning 


for Ireland, so long under tbe curse of 
IJritish landlordism. Steps are being 
taken to enable the tenants to buy the 
land, and with land ownership will 
surely come at least as large a meas- 
ure of agricuiturnl piospority for tbe 
common people as prevails among tha 
peasantry of France and Germany.

man does. Farming may be slow, bnt 
it is pretty safe. 


As a rule, all boed vegetable crops 


exhaust the fertility of the soil. This 
exhaustion is to some extent compen- 


lcil for by the mechanical condition 


in wLich such crops leave the soil. 


In the pioneer days when men were 


fighting to iive and hold their bind 
they did as well as they could in their 
methods of farming. Now they may 
and should do as well as they know 
how to do. 


Tbe man who used to move his barn 


to get rid of his manure piles has most- 
ly disappeared from the west 
He 


went with tbe man who burned his 
straw and stole wood from the specu- 
lators' timber lots. 


It is this way out west: More hired 


men are wanted, more hired girls, 
more teachers—in fact, more of any 
•kind of people who are willing to do 
the bard and dirty work of life for a 
reasonable compensation. 


Some deer from England which were 


turned loose in the forest regions of 
Molokai, one of the Hawaiian group of 
islands, many years ago have so in- 
creased in numbers that they threaten 
the destruction of the forests. 


One of tbe April magazines had no 


fewer than nineteen different adver- 
tisements of automobiles, prices rang- 
ing from $350 up. The auto is here to 
stay and will be cheaper in price be- 
fore long, just as it was with the 
bicycle. 


Interest and rent are two things 


which we do not like to have to meet. 
Of course men can't dodge them al- 
ways, but there really is lots of satis- 
faction in owing no man a dollar and 
in living in your own house or on your 
own farm, and lots of men die in ig- 
norance of this pleasure.

securing a practical -knowledge of home 
making and home keeping. This pro- 
fessor should have his salary raised at 
once. 


Where the desert lands of the west 


are not impregnated with alkali they 
are wonderfully productive just as 
soon as water is brought into contact 
with the~tu, far more so than ordinary 
soils Within the rain belt. Tbe very 
aridity which has rendered these lands 
worthless bas resulted in storing up in 
them almost unlimited, fertility. 


One of the best farm hands we ever 


knew is an old bachelor, a bit bald, 
with sandy cbiu whiskers, who got 
shook by a girl some years ago and 
who has bad it in for tbe girls ever 
since. This man stays at home nights 
and is willing to do the Sunday chores 
and enjoys the good home and freedom 
from family cares wbicb are his lot. 
The country needs more of this kind. 


The tbree states of Minnesota, Wis- 


consin and Michigan have furnished 
tbe country with 188,391,000,000 feet of 
white pine during tbe past thirty years 
and are well nigh stripped clean of this 
most valuable timber. Unlike tbe con- 
ifers on the Pacific coast, the white 
pine does not reproduce itself, but 
when removed its place is taken by 
other and less valuable varieties of 
timber. 


This is a day of large things. Here 


is the state of New York proposing to 
spend ,$100,000,000 to enlarge the old 
Knc canal and secure water transpor- 
tation i roin the groat lakes to New York 
city tor barges of 1,000 tons capacity. If 
this canal is built, it will remain for- 
ever a rate maker on freights whether 
it pots tbe business or not. It means 
as much to the agricultural Interests of 
the great northwest as it does to toe 
city of New York. 


One could hardly believe that the 


practical and steady going Dutch 
would over got so carried nwny by a 
speculative craze as to give, for a sin- 
gle tulip bulb four tons of wheat, 
eight tons of rye, four fat oxen, eight 
pigs, twelve1 sheop, two hogsheads of 
wine, four barrels of beer, two barrels 
of butter, 1,000 pounds of cheese, a 
bundle of clothes and u silver pitcher. 
Yet this was actually done in the year 
H>37, when the tulip craze seized the 
people of that country. 


While It is all right for a farmer to 


diversify t'>o Interests of his farm—the 
more the better, wo often think—still 
we like to see him take up Rome one 
thing an a sort of specialty. It mny be 
fruit or well broil poultry, sheep, swine, 
liornes or cattle and, better yet, boys 
and girls; rnlho something on the farm 
by which ho will bo known, tbo pro- 
ducing of which will bring him not 
only profit, but local fume nt lonst. 
The producing of tho very best things 
of any sort In tho uncommon, nnd no 
man can do it without advertising bis 
enterprise.

FOOLISH PARENTS. 


We know of a most worthy conple 


who are passing their declining years 
in poverty brought about wholly by the 
belief that their sons raised on the 
farm knew enough to conduct a mer- 
cantile business in a town without hav- 
ing had any special training for such 
business. It was a sad story and a 
short one. The old farm which the 
parents had dug out of the wilderness 
went to pay the debts and save the 
boys' honor, and the old folks are left 
to live alone as best they may. If your 
boy wants to become a merchant, let 
him go and serve ten years in the wil- 
derness—commence at the bottom and 
work up—before you ever put a dollar 
into his hands with which to com- 
mence business on his own account. 
Parental love and pride are very strong, 
we know, but the wise man will look out 
Cor support for himself and "mother" 
when they get old before be starts any 
':id in business for himself. Let the 
boys dig and bustle just as you did— 
best thing in the world for them. When 


ey get a dollar, then they know what 


it cost. 


WHY FARM HELP IS SCARCE. 
We are asked why it is that farm 


belp is so hard to get. Primarily it 
may be said that it is because of the 
great demand for labor in all other 
lines in these times of almost unpar- 
alleled railway construction and manu- 
facturing. 
These interests are now 


paying a rate of wages which staggers 
the average farmer, and men seek 
these avenues of labor partly because 
of the higher compensation and partly 
because they prefer to work with others 
of their kind, in'gangs, than to work 
alone. This state of affairs forces a 
new problem on the average farmer. 
To profitably employ a $40 or $45 hired 
man he must run his farm on different 
lines from the old ones, must raise big- 
ger and better crops, keep a bettor 
grade of stock and avail himself of all 
modern mechanical means of doing his 
farm work. 
In other words, he is 


forced to put his work on a higher and 
more educated plane or be run over by 
the procession. 


THE WISDS GO DOWN. 


It is claimed that the winds do not 


blow so much nor so bard through the 
prairie states as they did forty years 
ago, when tbe country was first settled, 
and proof of tbe fact is offered by 
showing that the wind grist and feed 
mills which were common in an early 
day in many parts of the west have all 
or nearly all been torn down, on tha 
ground that the wind does not now af- 
ford tbe power to operate them. The 
almost universal planting out of groves 
around the prairie homesteads has 
probably done something to mitigate 
the force and power of the winds, 
breaking up the air currents, though 
we should hardly think there had been 
enough change thus made to account 
for the disappearance of the mills, they 
having given way to other and more 
modern means for doing mill work. 


THE JACK OAK. 


The jack oak, one of the most com- 


mon of our western native trees, has 
much to commend it ns an ornamental 
shade tree when it bas a chance to 
grow and develop where it has plenty 
of room. It tbon grows very symmetric- 
a'ly, and Its tbick and glossy foliage of 
tho summer will give a rare lot of col- 
or in the fall from a blood red all 
through an infinite variety of russet, 
brown and maroon tints and withal 
will bold every russet leaf all through 
tho long winter, affording shelter for 
our winter birds and warming up the 
landscape. It Is unfortunate that it is 
not n long lived tree. It will under or- 
dinary conditions live thirty or forty 
years nnd will die nt once if stock 
tramp the ground around it. 


SAME OLD THING. 


In these days of rapidly acquired for- 


tunes, when all the lucky ones are 
lauded and bold up as bright examples 
for boys to emulate, it is not, of course. 
popular to preach the doctrine of 
steady, patient labor, small gains and 
careful wiving as a good way to attain 
financial independence. This old fash- 
ioned method has become poky and out 
of date, but wo would like to remark 
nevertheless that this method is just 
na reliable. Just as conducive to hones- 
ty, just ns promottvc of happiness and 
Just ns certain in results as it ever 
was. 


TowMtt* (irowvr'n 


A Jvrseyumu, an exyen iu t»nmto 


growing, gives some advice iu Hural 
New Yorker about the late or "cmn 
house" crop, iu which he says: The 
first requisite to a t>ucces*fu) i«a>ue is 
proper soil. This should be of a loamy 
nature or leaning toward clay and not 
loo high ir rollius- I find fairly low 
laud, well drained and In a good state 
of cultivation, bent adapted to grow the 
late crop on. Tbe soil should not be 
acid. If it is, use about forty bushels 
of lime per acre after plowing, before 
harrowing, and work well into the 
soil. The late tomato crop, however, 
grows fairly well on high ground, pro- 
vided the season is not too dry, but aa 
we know nothing of what is in store 
for us iu the future it is better to use 
low land. High sandy soil will not 
yield a full crop of fruit any season. 
The next requisite would be good pure 
seed. This I almost invariably save 
myself from the ideal hills in the pre- 
vious season's crop, selecting only the 
finest specimens produced thereon. By 
this practice I soon improve my strain 
both in quality and productiveness. I 
sow my seed about eight weeks prior 
to setting in the field. When three 
inches tall, or in about four weeks from 
the tunt' of sowing the seed, I trans- 
plant three inches apart each way. 
This transplanting is not absolutely 
necessary, but I find it pays me to do 
it, because by this I have a plant well 
rooted, of stronger vitality, which will 
grow more quickly and can be set at 
any time when I am ready, while a 
plant not transplanted will suffer and 
often perish if set at any other time 
than when the ground Is wet and the 
gun not shining brightly. 


Tbe Kind* tbe Cmnneni Want. 


A red variety is the only one looked 


on with favor by canners, and in choos- 
ing this the grower should look to 
what is wanted; that is, what suits the 
canner best. In this locality a deep red 
tomato that ripens up all over and all 
through at the same time, has no hard 
core, but few seeds, and one that stands 
up well after it is ripe, is the ideal can 
house tomato. The old Paragon or New 
Stone comes as near filling the bill as 
any I can find. The tomato crop should 
always be planted out early, enough to 
be sure of gathering all the crop before 
frost. The crop requires four and a 
half months from time the plants are 
set in the field till it is all harvested. 


Blight and Bordeaux. 


We are troubled somewhat with 


blight, some seasons more than others, 
and I found the same condition of af- 
fairs existing on the Maryland penin- 
sula In my talks with the farmers 
there the past winter. This disease can 
be kept in check by spraying with bor- 
deaux mixture, using more lime than 
copper sulphate to prevent burning of 
the foliage by the copper. Begin spray- 
ing as soon as plants begin to grow 
and keep it up till the crop is nearly 
ready to ripen. 


Amount of Crop. 


An acre of late tomatoes well grown 


and a fair season should yield from 
eight to twelve tons of fruit. I have 
grown as high as fourteen tons. This 
is exceptional, however. I usually set 
my plants in the field as near June 1 
as possible, sometimes a few days 
earlier. Begin picking about Aug. 20, 
and finish gathering the crop from Get 
1 to 10. 


tbe Corner* ot 'Wire Fence. 


There are many ways of securing the 


corners of wire fences. Weighting, an-. 
choring, bracing, guying, etc., are used. 
A Farm and Fireside writer presents 
an arrangement apparently less diffi- 
cult and expensive than many, which,

he says, will stay and prove perfectly 
satisfactory for the corners Qf a wire 
fence, whether barbed, woven or plain. 


Select a large, straight, sound post 


for the corner, "planting" it at least 
thirty inches deep. Then six or eight 
feet from this and along each line of 
Ihe fence set an ordinary post, and be- 
tween the tops of each of these and the 
top of tbe corner post fix a piece of 2 
by 4 scantling, spiking it securely with 
wire nails. Then extend a guy wire 
from tbe top of each of these brace 
posts to the bottom of tbe corner one, 
making it double at each end so it may 
be twisted tight

the greatest Icoiaan Catholic provinces 
it the world, is. considered one of the 
most fon-fful and able prelates of the 
ionian Catholic hierarchy in the Unit- 
ed States. 


The urclibishop of Chicago is still a 


young man. He is large of body and of 
mind. He is nearly six feet high, with 
>road shoulders and deep chest. He 
will need all his strength and rigor, for 
the archdiocese of Chicago is tbe fourth 
argest in the world. Nearly 600 priests 
are under his rule, uud about one-tenth 
of all the Catholics in tbe United States 
comprise the great flock over which he 
is the shepherd. 


As a student at St. Joseph's college, 


Buffalo, young James Quigley was a 
food student, the best of his class. Be- 
'ore tbe end of his first year he had 
passed the other boys of his age, and 
until the close of his preparatory 
schooling of five years he was never in 
second place. 


When he was graduated in 1872, all 


Jie schools of Buffalo were interested 
n a coming examination for a West 
Point cadetshjp. Like the beads of the 
other schools, the faculty of St Jo- 
seph wanted a student to contest the 
)lace. James Quigley was selectel, and 
he won handily. 


"The cadetehip examination which 


you took while in St Joseph college 
opened a prospective army life to you, 
did it not?" the archbishop was asked 
recently. 


"I never thought of It in that way," 


was the reply. "I took the examination 
'or the honor of my school. In tbe 
previous year there bad been a similar 
examination, and Jimmy McAuliffe 
took it and beat them all." 


After leaving St. Joseph's young 


Quigley went to the seminary of Our 
Lady of Angels at Suspension Bridge. 
Later Bishop Ryan of Buffalo sent him 
to the University of Innsbruck, in the 
Austrian Tjrol. From there he went 
to tbe College of the Propaganda at 
Some. 
While in Europe he studied the lan-

When the worshipers went to mass 
next morning they found Father Quig- 
ley at work with a hoe breaking away 
the coat of ice. Aa old man stopped 
at the entrance, astonished.

rives in Paris on May 2 on bis visit to 
President Lou bet. it will be the first 
official visit made by an English sover- 
eign to tlie ruler of France sjuce the 
fall of the second empire. Queen Vic- <' 
toria. it is true, passed through Parii 
nearly every year ou her way to the 
Riviera, but only on one occasion waa. 
there anything like aa official recep-j 
tiOQ. 
| 


The official visit of England's ruler to 


President Lonbet is regarded by Euro- 
pean diplomats as fraught with deep 
significance. Not many yeara ago rela- 
tions between the two countries were 
almost at the breaking p^int. It origi- 
nated from the Fasboda, incident and 
culminated when a Paris paper at-j 
tacked Queen Victoria. The king, then ' 
Prince of Wales, was deeply angered, 1 
but since his accession to the throne he 
has cultivated the friendship of the I 
French, with the result that the two 
countries are closer than ever before. 


King Edward will be received in 


Paris by the president of the French 
republic and quartered in the Elysee. 
The French government has made ex- 
tensive preparations to welcome the 
British monarch and his royal consort, 
Queen Alexandra. A series of public 
receptions lias been arranged, and a 
royal welcome to the French capital Is 
assured the royal pair. The public has 
received the announcement of the visit 
with great enthusiasm. 


The English government has made 


preparations for a return visit of Pres- 
ident Loubet to London, and the peo- 
ple have taken it up with manifesta- 
tions of pleasure. The visit will be ar- 
rauged during the king's sojourn in 
Paris. This will be the first time a 
French ruler has visited England since 
Napoleon III.'s trip to see Victoria iu 
1855, during the Crimean war. 


A bnsy summer has been planned by 


King Edward in the visiting line. He 
and Alexandra will go to Dublin either 
in July or August. They will be the 
guests of Lord Lieutenant and Count- 
ess Dudley. The trip will be made on 
the royal yacht, and several parts of 
Ireland will be visited. 


In Dublin the news of the intended 


royal visit has been received by all 
classes with genuine pleasure.

Three 
years later ho again visited the coun- 
try, accompanied by the Duke of Con- 
naught, Princess Louise and the Mar- 
quis of Lome. His third visit was in 
1885, when be laid tbe foundation 
stone of the new Science and Art mu- 
seum and National library at Dublin. 
Queen Victoria went to Ireland twice, 
in 1S49 and 1800. 


After leaving Paris the king and 


queen, accompanied by Pnncesa Victo- 
ria, will proceed to Edinburgh, arriv- 
ing there May 11 and remaining five 
days. The Duko and Duchess of Buc- 
clouch have prepared Daikeitb palace 
for the use of the royal pair. There ia 
to be a levee at llolyrood, and one day 
will be devoted to a trip to Glasgow. 


King Edward's continental tour haa 


attracted much attention from tbe 
rulers and diplomats of Europe. Dur- 
ing his visits to tbe king of Portugal 
and the king of Italy he was every- 
where received with manifestations of 
pleasure. Tb* German press manifest- 
ed some jealousy because of his failure 
to visit Germany, but It is generally 
felt that King Edward bas strength- 
ened the popularity of the English na- 
tion by friendly intercourso wltb bis 
foreign neighbors.
